BACKUS CASE 


Appeal of Fort ‘Frances Mills 
Was Dismissed at Osgoode 
Hall 


TORONTO, May 8.—The first divi- 
sional court at Osgoode Hall this af- 
ternoon gave oral judgment at the 
conolusion of the argument by I. F. 
Hellmuth, K.C., dismissing the ap- 
peal of the Fort Frances Pulp and 
Paper company, one of the E. W. 
Backus interests, in.an action involv. 
ing over two and a half million dol. 
lars. The Fort Frances company 
Pays the costs of appeal. 

The case, it is stated, will be fur- 
ther appealed. 

The action was entered by a num- 
ber of Western newspapers to recover 
in the neighborhood of $125,000 
alleged to have been paid to the com- 
pany in excess of prices fixed for the 
paper by the controller or Paper 
Control board during the war, The 
Yort Frances Pulp and Paper com. 
pany counter-claimed, raising the 
constitutional iseue that the paper 
controller and Paper Control board 
were appointed under statutes and) 
orders-in-council that were ultra) 
vires. The company demanded pay- 
ment of $2,480,000, the alleged dif- 
ference between the market price and) 
the price at which it had been com- 
pelled to furnish newsprint. 

The case wae tried befure Mr. Justice 
Riddell last February, and he gave a 
short judgment of five written pages) 


on March 8 dismissing the company's | 
counter claim, and giving Judgment in) 
favor of the newspapers with costs. 

Chief Justice eMredith pronounced 
judgment today aa follows: 

“We have not found it necessary,” 
he said, “to deal with the constitution- 
al aspect of the case. No doubt the 
paper control beard used pressure 
upon the appellant to induce it to sup- 
ply paper in accordance with the prices 
fixed by the board. It threatened to 
prohibit the export of paper into the 
United States, where a large portion of 
the company’s business lay. Paper 
was supplied to the plaintiffs on the 
terms that the price was provisional, 
‘to be adjusted according to prices 
fixed by the tribunal.’ No matter 
what the means were by which the ap- 
pellants were forced to take those 
terma, they entered into contract for 
the supply of paper at those prices. 
Having entered into the contracts, we 
see no escape from the contracts; they 
are bound to adhere to them whether 
the tribunal was legitimate or not. 
The appeal is dismissed with costs."

the provincial governinent, Stem rust 
has caused an average annual |oss of 
more than 6,000,000 bushels of wheat 
in the province each year eince 1916, 
the ceport states, and at a conserva- 
tive estimate the lowered production 
through insect depredations amounts 
to $7,000,000 a year, while in 192 
alone, the western wheat stem saw fly 
reduced the yield of wheat in Manitoba 
by 3,665,000 bushels,

port expleins, farmers cannot hope to 
continually raise products from the 
same soil when soil energy is extracted 
every crop.

RUSSIAN CITIES 
RIVAL CHICAGO 
FOR BANDITISM 


Conditions Are Getting 80 Bad 
That Moscow Soviet Intend to 
‘‘Liquidate’’ Situation 


MOSCOW, May &.-—soviet Russia 
hase been swept by @ wave of street 
banditism that rivals recent crime 
epidemics tn the United States. 

Until a few months ago, 
surprised foreign visitors by the safe- 
ty of its streets, even 


or Chicago, and the list of crimes is 
«rowing steadily, while Petrograd, 
Odessa, Kiev and other cities are re- 
ported to be even worse. 

Holdups, burglaries, murders, in the 
principal streets and battles with the 
Moscow police have occurred in such 
great numbers tnat the Mocsow soviet 
hae decreed that immediate steps 
shall be taken to “liquidate” the situ- 
ation. 

“Liquidation” of such situations in 
Russia generally means shooting on 
sight of persons caught in the act of 
robberies, or speedy execution after 
conviction, 


One issue of the newspaper Pravda | 


reported some 15 holdups, several 
burglaries and the discovery of two 
bodies, apparently of persons who had 
been robbed, killed and thrown Into 
cellars. Some of these affairs have 
occurred in the principal streets, 
Russian highwaymen generally take 
not only the money, Jewelry and 
watches of their victims but also 
their outer and sometimes inner cloth- 
ing. leaving them to run home naked

Pet-Pu, who cams to Tien-Tsin from 
Peking In puresult of the Manchurian 
General Crang Two-Lin, was ordered 
yesterday by the allied military com- 
manders here to leave the city, as his 
presence was held to be in violation 
of the 1901 protoco!. Wu refused to 
leave on the ground that he was the 
acting governor of Ohiht! provinces 
and would remain as long as neces- 
mary for hia purposes.

Ottawa, May 8—(Canadian Preas)— 
Definite promise that the Hudson's 
Bay railroad would not be allowed to 
deteriorate to any further extent was 


given a delegation of western members 
and others who awaite! on the prime 
minister and members of his cabinet 
over the week-end, 

Hon, W. C. Kennedy, minister of 
railways, further promised that he 
; would personally visit the railway this 
isummer and conalder the advisability 
of immediate additional construction, 
jincluding a err line into the mining 
| territory which has recently been de- 
veloped there. 

Immediate re-tielng and ballesting 
of the 214 miles of road now being 
operated was asked, it being stated 
that ties were rotting and endangering 
the lives of passengers and crews op- 
erating on the road. 

Another important matter asked waa 
the immediate construction of another 
40 miles of steel which would carry 
the line to the head of navigatton on 
the Nelaon river. 

This would provide e@ direct rail and 
water connection to the Hudson Bay. 

The government, it was intimated, 


4G | however, has no intention at present 


of laying any more eteel.
